ADVANCE STAKES WINNERS 



The -Advance Stakes is now at weight for age, hut it was not always so. In its first two years — 1890 
and l!MMi— it was a dash of a mile and three-quarters un.ler si>ecial w»*lghts, with iienalties and allowances. 
It was in one of these two that one of the most popular racers ever kimwn. the bla<*k mare Imp. ran a 
n iie :ind three-quarters in sucli fast time as 2:59Af.. in BMH the Advance was made a welght-for-age race 
at a mile and a half and at tiiat distamv was won in succ**sslvo years by Star Bright and Gold Heels. 
Then in I'.HKt tUe distance was cut down to a mile and three-eighths and for the first time it was won by a 
three-yea r-oUT. -Africander triumphing over Irish Lad. The latter had his turn the next. vti#R btti 
ih-feated Grt Wells and Bryn Mawr and set a record for the distance that has not since l»een equaled. 
The race stood unchanged until 1908, when for the first time it was run at its present distance of a mile 
and fivc-sixtiM'iiths and was won by Ballot in new record time. From 11X44 on tlie Advance was of the 
guaranteed value of $15,000, a sum cut down to $2. .500 for this year. The record of the race is as follows:

While walking about, former j<x*key Willie Martin 
was kicked in the side by Chepontuc and the blow of 
the horse’s hoofs rendered him unconscious. It was 
some minutes before he recovered his senses. 

After tlie race.s j<K*key McIntyre got into a fist 
tekt with jockey Reid and struck the latter twice 
before they were separated. Judge Nelson hapi ened 
to be standing close by at the time and he tohl 
McIntyre to cancel whatever engagements he had for 
tomorrow, which probably means that McIntyre will 
be sus|>ended.

Chairman of Jockey Club Talks Earnestly About 
Racing and Betting Before His Departure. 



Now Y^ork, .Inly 7. — August Belmont, accompanied 
by two of his sons. Raynumd ami .Morgan, saileil for 
Enrofie on the Lucania tixhiy. to be gom* six weeks. 
August Belmont. Jr., saw them off. In an inter- 
view prior to sailing, lie said: “In my i>piniop rac- 

ing is iH»w more iKipnlar than ever. Even without 
betting racing will always lx* popular both in this 
country and Europe. Admiration for courage and 
stamina and the gambling spirit are the potent in- 
fluences.” 

“Wln*n yon touch upon gambling In Its relation 
to racing jou reacii the lowest stratum In the 
sport.” his interviewer suggested. 

“Do you liet?” asked Mr. Belmont, turning 
abruptly on his questioner. 

“Yes, when I have the chance,” admitted the 
latter. 

“'There you, are. So does everj-body. If people 
want to bet, let them bet. I believe in being rea- 
sonable aitd not h.vpocrltieal. The fact is. racing 
was created by the betting spirit and not the bet- 
ting spirit by tlie racing. If people are not able 
to bet on the races they will quickly enough liml 
something else to. l>et on. It is racing that makes 
the breeding of the tlioroughbred possible ami tlie 
racing of thoroughbreds is a splendid! occupation,” 
continut*d the chairman of the Jockey Club. 

.Mr. Belmont went on to say that he thought the 
racing game ought to succeed. He was sure that 
the public was taking more and more interest In 
racing despite the Hart-.Vgnew law. In his opinion 
the breeding of thotxmghbreils is vastly important in 
its special field. 

“It is not illegal to bet on a horse race.” said 
Mr. Belmont, “and there is betting at the races 
Unlay. Tliere is no reason why people should not 
bet if they have tlie money and the inclination. Ti> 
prevent a man from betting is to restrain tho 
fret*dom that is granted him under the constitution. 
And. of course, some SiU’t of betting Is necessary to 
sustain the interest in racing. If racing should be 
killed In America it would mean the loss of millions 
of dollars to the country.”

Comparative Racini? of Two Cracks Named to Start 
in the Advance Stakes Today. 

The meeting of Fitz IIerl>ert and Hllarlmis is an 
event of eager anticipation on the part of New 
York patrons of racing. Kacli is undefeated this 
year and each has shown great spwd and stamina 
in racing. It has generally been suppostMl that 
their first nie<*ting would 1 k» in the valualde Law- 
ren<-e Realization next Tu(‘S4lay. hut apparently their 
ftwners have con«‘luded to alh»w them to measure 
strides in the shorter distance Advance Stakes this 
afteriUMui. If they lK>th go to the iK)st, great will 
he the excitement at Slieepshead Ray and the large 
following of one or the other is sure to l)e bitterly 
disa!»|H»lnted and the other corresi»ondingly elated. 

The records of the two fine colts show that each 
has won three races in actual competition this 
year and Fitz IIerl»ert has had a walkover in addi- 
tion. Fitz Herbert made his first start of the year 
at Belmont I’ark May 20. and, with 12.1 pounds up. 
won the Pocantico Stakes at three-quarters of a 
mile in 1:1.1. defeating Lady Bedford, 114, Henley, 
108. Sententious, 111. and Yaina, 111. His next 
start was in the Broadway Stak«‘s at Gravesend, 
one and one-sixteenth miles. He carried 118 i>ounds 
and won easily by tw’O lengths in 1:47. with Fashion 
Plate. 114, second and Petticoat. 100, third; Mar- 
celliis. 111 and Turncoat, lOS, ran unplaced. His 
next and greatest triumph was in winning the 
Suburban Handi<-ap at Slu*epshead Bay June 24. 
Here he carried BKl pounds ami, waiting until his 
stablemate, Restigouche, had carried on the running 
at a great pace for a mile, went to the* front and, 
drawing away, won pulling up by ten lengths in 
2:0.*{§. .\lfred Noble, with iM>unds, was second. 
Fayette, 101 ijounds, third and King’s Haughter, 
100, Restigouche, 121, and Fashhm Plate. 92, ran 
unplaced. His walkover was for tlie Coney Island 
JocKey Club Stakes July 1. 

Hilarious made his debut this year in the Withers 
Stakes at Belmont I*«rk. May 22. Tlie distance was 
one mile and he had for opiwnents Jo*‘ Madden and 
I’ayette. All carrie<I 120 pounds. Hilarious led 
tlirougliout and won by four lengths easing up, witli 
Joe Madden sef'oml and Fayette third. The track 
was sl(»pi>.y and the time 1:4U. His second start 
was In the Carlton Stakt^s at Gravesend. June 12. 
having J<m‘ Ma<I«len. Fayette and Practical in oppo- 
sition. Tills race was, or should have been, as 
easy for him as the Withers. He led by from four 
to six lengths to within a sixteenth of the fini.sh. 
when Butwell began pulling him up, and Joe Mad- 
den, coming with a sudden rush, almost got up and 
was only lieaten a half length. This bit of stupidity 
cost Butwell his job of riding the Keene horses. 
The mile of the race was covered in 1:41^. and the 
two leaders each had up 12fi pounds. Fa.vette carrj'- 
ing 122 and Practical 111. His last race was in the 
mile and a quarter Tidal Stakes, at Slieepshead 
Bay, .Tune 26. Tlie starters were Hilarious. Joe 
(Mailden and I'^yette, 126 jxHinds each, and County 
Fair, 12.1. Hilarious b‘d by a wide gap all the 
way ami in a splendid display of simxmI and stamina 
Avon by two and a half lengtlis in 2:0r>, with lay- 
ette second and Joe Madil«*n third. 

A CAUiiparlsou of the racing of the pair seems to 
imlicate that Avith eipial Aveight up they are not 
far apart, ami if IkiHi go to tla* iKist today there 
may lie a close and thrilling finish. It is to be 
noted tlittt in all of his ra»*es Hilarious has liad 
stake AA'elght of 126 ixmuds in the saihlle, Avliile 
Fitz nerix*rt has carrlml less. However, the aldlitv 
of tiie latter to carry high AVcight successfully was 
amply slioAvn wlien he Avas a tAvo-yi*ar-<dd. Their 
comparative records tills y«*sir are:

ORIGIN OF THE THOROUGHBRED. 

A correspondent has asked the American Horse 
Bn*e«h*r “What is a Thoroughbrtsl ?” ami that pa|H*r 
lias replied that wlicii applied to horses the term 
lhor«»iigld»red is understood to mean an animal of a 
bre«*d that has Imsmi bred in Engiaiid for generations 
to rail* at tin* runiilng gait. Horses were raced in 
Liiglaiid f«*r at least six hundred years, and probabl,v 
consid«*rable im»n- tlian that Indore the thorouglibnil 
bree 4 l Avas established. During all those years the 
bre«*ders of rare h«*rses iii England had doubtless eu- 
deavoriMl to impr«*ve the spe«Ml ami other raiv-Aivin- 
iiiug 4 |iialities »»f their racing stiH*k b.A' careful s«‘lec- 
lions 4»f sires and dams of d**m«nistrat«*»I merit, 

Tli»‘ cmimMit English writer, ,1, II. Walsh (Stone- 
henge!, author of the valuable stamlard work, “Jhe 
llors«* in the Stable and the Fi*dd,” statml that the 
breed «»f race hors«*s known as thonuighbred Avas es 
tablislnd alnmt 175d. The foundation st«K-k fn*m 
which this brtMsl was created as stated by Stone- 
henge was as f«dlows: 

First— Native mares used for racing aud brtnl from 
Spanish and English strains, the former most proba- 
blv des««*nde<l fnuii the Barbs of Morocco. 

SiMoml -Markham’s Arabian, ini|M»rted in the time 
4 »f James the First, and most probably there is not 
now the slightest strain of his bbsHl extant. 

ThinI -Place’s White Turk, extensively iisimI. and 
to him nn*st of our bi'st horses can lie traced through 
.Matchem. 

Fourth— The three Turks, brought over from the 
siege of Vienna in 1 (kS4. . , 

— Thi* royal mares importtnl by Charles the 
Sectmd, who s**nt his “Master of th‘* Horse to the 
Levant” especially to prmMire them. Thes»* are also 
jiientioued in all the b**st ptnligrees. 

Th*‘re are two classics of thoroughbreds, one of 
which includes only such descendants of King 
Charles’ royal mares as were by pure Barb, Arabian 
or Turk stallions. Avitlmut th«‘ admixture of other 
bbKxl: AA'hile the other class includ«‘s animals tliat 
an* direct descendants in the paternal line of the 
first class, and have inherited not less than five un- 
l>rok«‘ii crosses in the maternal line of the tborough- 
l»re<l of the first class. As we understand it. all 
such animals, regardless of their six*ed abilit.v or 
other race-winning qualities, were eligible to regis- 
tration as thoroughbred in the old English Stud 
B<K»k. aud no distinction was made there betwc*en 
III** tAv<» classes alxiAc iianuHl. 

All h«*rs«*s are thon»ughbn*d whose sires and dams 
trace in every line to animals that are r**glst**r**d in 
tin* English Stud Book, whetli«*r they are cl*?an-cut 
and show qiialit.v or not. 

Th<* th**rouglibre<I lu»rs** of America Is a descendant 
of the English tboroiighbreil. Tln*r** w**re tlm*e 
iiors4*s t*> *»ne or the oth**r of whidi the English 
th«»roughbr**d is largely indebted for his most valua- 
l»le qualities. Th«*y were Byerle.v 'Purk. Darley 
Arabian and Go<lolphiii Arabian, all of which were 
undoubtedly pun*-bre*l h«>rseg of the desert. Most 
of the best thoroughbreds of the present time are 



descendants of English Eclipse. Matchem or King 
Iler<Kl. Eclipse was a dirwt descendant in the 
paternal line of Darley Arabian: Matchem of Gotlol- 
phin Arabian, and Herod of B.verley Turk. The dam 
of H«*rod was inbred to Darb*y Arabian through Fly- 
ing Cinders. Tin* dam of Matcln*m was by Croft’s 
Partner, a son of Jigg, by B.verle.y Turk, an*l the 
dam of Eclipse was by Regulus, a .sou of GoUoIphiu 
Arabian. 

DISCUSSION OF BOOKMAKING METHODS. 



“How the different ways of bookmaking are viewed 
by p«*ople in and out of the business and Avhat figure 
is cut by the style used was a subject that was 
dlscus.s«*d man.v times since the Latonia mr*eting 
opened,” remarks the Cincinnati Enquirer. “In all 
of the years that the track betting ring was open 
to iKiokmakers the big bootlis aud slates held forth 
laist fall and at the meeting just close<l the small 
hand slat»*s have replaced the other form. Many 
ask Avhy tlie change. Bookmaking Is bookmaking. 
AA-hethef the slate is big or little, if a ticket is 
given out. The change was made diiefly to get a 
larger number of bookmakers. The track naturally 
expected to profit by this arrangement, as it was 
figured that over double the number would cut in 
with the tariff fixed at $!.■> per race. With the 
iMxitbs it was $100 a day. cut in for two or three 
days, aud each bookie had to pay part of the sixth 
purse. The little slates gave a chance to cut in 

Avith a small bankroll and take a chance, but in 
this particular instance the eastern style failed to 
accomplish the puriiose for which It was employed. 

“The bookmakers did not come this way. and to 
read of seventy -seven doing business at Toronto and 
fifty at Hamilton, is enough to make one sit up 
and do a lot of thinking There must be some reason 
Avhy Cincinnati is not on the map when it comes 
to racing. The chances are largely that there are 
reasons wdiy a bookmaker should not come to I^i- 
tonia. But that’s another story. 

“The iiuestion is, who profits by the small slate, 
the player or the layer? Both w’ould make a goo<l 
answer. 

“,\t times the layer can get the money in cheaper 
and again the player can get a good price before 
the IsHikie is aAvare of what’s doing. What is lH*ing 
diUH* is too plainly shown by the big slates and the 
IxMtkies Avatcli each other like hawks ami rub at the 
first inkling that a horse is going to Ik* playinl. 
When hi* si*es a horse is being bet on at .8 to 1 
he diK*sn’t w’ait until the money is offeieil at those 
cHlds. but anticipates the customer by laying six. 
That’s the gag with the licoths ami big slates. 

“It has bet*n shown w’liere a horse was back***! 
from .‘to to 1 to r> to 1 and m>t a iieiiny Avagered. 
There is Avhere the small slates pinch the layer avIio 
has l»eeu accustome*! to trad** on what his brethren 
in the ring are doing. He can’t see Avith the liand 
slates, ami has to wait until his trusty runner 
arrives Avith the information, and then perhaps the 
lire is out.”

Stokt*s, now carrying the colors 
of Thomas llitc*liccx-k, Jr., in Freucu steeplechase 
races, was nani«‘d for him. Mr. Stokes’ purchase of 
The Spy II. represents his entry into the ranks of 
thoroughbred owners. Mr, Stokes also trii*d to buy 
Katoiiali. the Hamliurg — Spimlrift colt Avhic*h James 
R. Keene acquire**! at $.1.1(M). 

John E. Madden, who is a friend and neighbor of 
Mr. Stokes, offered .Mr. Keene a profit for Katonah 
*m behalf of the piirchasc*r of The Spj' II., but Mr. 
Keene would not sell. 

Some time ago Mr. Stokes, who is a grc*at believer 
in the potc*ncy of thoroughbred blood, announced 
that he intemb*d to infuse some <»f it into his trotting 
stcK*k.

Ilis young h«>rses Avill lie entc*rc*d in the 
Eiisoni Derb.v ami Grand Prix. and if tliey sh*iAv 
g*MKl quality in this country. aaIH Im* sc*nt abroad to 
till such engageni**nts as may 1m* made for them.
